Dear Mrs.Chapman: 


I have your postcard of July 6 asking if I have proof from the 
Korth Carolina records that Robert Ruffin of Northampton was the son of William 
Ruffin of Surry and saying that there not one bit of information in the Surry 
records after he married the Newsum widow. I note that you want the information 
for a client who is a descendent of the daughter of Robert's who magiied a Barrow. 


I have not done much on my genealogical lines of late and what I 
have done has been mostly on the Graham family. However,I have dug out what I had 
as to the Ruffin line and I am enclosing herewith extra copies of most of this. You 
may care to have it in this form for your files or other use even though much of it 
is not new to you as it came from you. 


To answer your question categorically will say thet I have no 
definite record showing that Robert4Ruffin who died in Northampton County,N.C. 
in 1767 was the son:of William3Ruffin who was born in Surry County, Virginia,but 
I have not the slightest doubt as to this being the fact. Incidentally, this William} 
Ruffin himself died in Bertie County,N.C.in 1739 in the section which in 1741 became 
Northampton County. I have not found his will but his inventory was officially 
recorded by his exeeutors William Ruffin end Robert Ruffin,who must have been his 
sons and of age. All the Ruffins in America stem from WilliemlRuffin who died in 
Surry County ,Va. (apparently in 1673 as his son Robert requested administration 
on Jan.9,1674)3; in fact it appears or has been assumed that his name was originally 
Filliam Ruthven and that he latinized this to "Gulielums Ruffin"(as show by his 
name as witness to will of Edward Chetwyne in 1649) bund that the "Gulielmust soon 
reverted to "William" but the "Ruffin"stuck. His son Robert*Ruffin(born about 1646 
as he had a power of attorney from his father in 1667,probably on attaining manhood), 
was "sole heir", He married Mra.Blizabeth(Prime)Watkins in the Fall of 1674 and had 
two sons: Robert3Ruffinborn 1681(in a 2718 deposition said he was 37),and Williem3 
Ruffinfprobably born 1683 although he may have been born 1679) »2lso two and possibly 
three daughters. Robe: fin had no son named William. WilliemRuffin had a son 
William4Ruffin(first noted in 1719 will of his grandfather Williem Gray). from the 
above it follows thet the William Ruffin who died in Northampton County,N.C.,with 
sons named William end Robert,must “have been WilliamRuffin as he could have been 
no one else. The Robert Ruffin who was one of his executors must have been his son 
Robert4Ruffin who died in the seme locality in 1767,and who had a gon Williem5Ruffin. 


WilliamRuffin married Faith Gray(who was living at time of her 
father William Gray's will in 1719). Williem?Ruffin pay heve married 2nd.Mrs.John 
Newsum in 1725, I think it more likely that it was his son William4Ruffin who married 
Mrs.John Newsum. Possibly this could be cleared up if data were found as to her age. 
You have probably looked into this,in fact you may have written me about it but I 
have not thought of the Ruffin line for a long time and am not sure if I have miiocthn 
found all ‘the papers pertaining there$} that I may have.
